and Kingdome, and accordingly to a{- 
ſent or diſaſſent, or elſe it will be im- 
ſible for him to ayoid the Crime of 
erjury.

Or ſo I hope I ſhall find 
you in pardoning oo 
errour or miſtake whic 
may happen in this Dif- 
courſe againſt my will ; 
when I ſhall acquaint you thart it. was 
Penned in the time of my Impriſon- 
ment, and my Chamber, Study, and 
'FJ Books in the middle Temple Seque- 
ſtred from me, OT? 
In that very time when the greateſt 
Monarch of all Exrope, even the King 
of Great * Britane was become a Pri- 
loner, Great by Extraction of Birth, 
being legally and ſucceſſively deſcen-

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ded. from above an hundred Kings, 
Great in the abilities of his mind, 
but Greateſt of all in Piery, Patience, 
Wiſcome, Fortitude, and other loye- 


ly Graces and Virtues, &c. In thef, 


loſs of whoſe Liberties 1 evidently ſay 
the loſs of the Peoples :. for the 
which, I had not long betore luffered 
by .detending their Liberties aguinit 
the LUlfurpations of the High-Commil- 
ſion. 

I hereupon thought it incumbent 
upon my ſoul to deten4 the Rights of 
the Grown of England, the huge lup- 
porter of the Peoples Liberties, unto 
which, I held my (cit bound in Day 
and Conſcience by a double Cautiony 
Firſt to my Piince by my Oaths of 
Sapremacy and Allegeance, which I had 
taken' five times ; part of which are 
to af 15h and d:fend all Furiſdictions, 
 Prebeminencies awd Authouritics att 
nexed to the Imperiall Crownt of this 
Realme. 

Next to my Borough of Sowth- 
warke, where I was freely choſen their 
Burgeſle for that Parliament, and 
maintaining theirs and the whole ſoo! 
ples 
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ples Liberties annexed to that Imperi- 


;K1! Crowne ; part of which agg" oet;

"Nis to maintaine their Rights, - 
which, that bleſſed Prince gave a fig- 
nall teſtimony, by profefling at the 
time of his death , That he died a Mar- 
yr for the Liberties of his People. 

Atter whoſe death; I ſaw. with 
grief, what I ever feared would come 
to paſs with Horrour; Liberty, Truth, 
and Peace, ſo much cried up and con- 
tended for, quickly turned into Licen- 
ciouſneſs, Lies and War : their Liber- 
ties confirmed to them by above thir- 
ty Parliaments, and holden for divers 
hundreds of years bye Great Char- 
ter, they at that tune held them by no 
other Tenure, than the ſharper Sword, 
and the ſtronger Arme, 

Me thinks good Reader ſti]] heare 
in my eares the wotull cry of the Peo- 
ple of England at that time, mucFlike 
that in the Lamentations of Feremy, 
The Crowne is fallen from owr Head, 
the breath of our No#trils is gone : 
woe unto us that we have ſinned. 
And this we long continued among(t 


us, and had done fo ſtill, had not God 
who 
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who giveth ſalvation to Kings, and 
a miracle of Mercy ſent us a Deliver 
onr now gratious Soveraigne , wha 
like another David, he had often 
ved from the hand of Saul, and fr, 
his| hurcfull Sword, And therefor 
you, and1, and all the people of Ew 
land, as we have wonderfull cauſet 
praiſe God for him z {o haye we cauk 
mightily to pray for him. That / 
mighty God who hath appeared to hin 
like to another Moſes , as well in the 
Flaes as in the Buſh, and delivered hy 
{oul from death,&his feet from falling 
would bleſs him with ſuch a ſpirit « 
Government, Mat Judgment may mw 
down as Waters, and Righteouſneſs x 
a mighty ſtreame in all the parts of hs 
Dominions. And likewiſe would blel 
all his Pcople with ſuch a ſpirit of 0- 
bedience, That they may beate ther 
Swords into Howſhares, and their Speai 

anto Pruning-hookss, and that they muy 

not learne War any more, But thatiy 
ſtead of the deformity of War, tit 

Beauties of Grace and Glory maye 

ver dwell in our Land.
